The trip’ from Bangkok to Hanoi 
is no more than six hours by air. 
and as Mrs, Bruce left the Siamese 
capital at dawn on Saturday and 
had not arrived at Hanol at 4.15 
p.m. yesterday afternoon, the fears 
are apparently more than justified. 

Nothing has been heard since 
yesterday afternoon, but the Hong- 
kong office of the A.P.C, would cer- 
tainly. have been advised of .any 
fresh developments had information 
come to hand, 


Wireless Carried, 


Another disturbing factor in the 
circumstances '{s the fact that Mrs: 
Bruce’s plane is equipped with wire- 
less. It is felt that: had she made 
a forced descent she ‘would have 
been able to gend out messages re- 
garding her whereabouts and her 
plight. ; 

It may be recalled . that ‘Mrs. 
Bruce crashed near, Jask last month 
during a sandatorm and experienced 
an exciting adventure, as it turned 
out,.among wandering - Balcuchi 
tribesmen, dancing and singing for 
the chief in order. to maintain 
friendly relationa.
